The  telegrams  received  here  on  the  26l1i 
of  tlie  recall  of  Admiral  0,  F.  Stanton, 
commander-in-cliief  of  the  United  Slates 
naval  forces  on  this  station,  occasioned  a 
general  surprise.  It  was  not  known  that 
the  13razihan  government  had  complained 
of  him,  nor  was  it  known  that  any  breach 
of  etiquette  had  been  committed.  We  have 
no  disposition  to  discuss  a  question  which 
can  only  be  settled  by  the  authorities  at 
Washington;  we  have  besides  only  one  side 
of  tlie  case,  and  the  other  can  not  be 
known  until  Admiral  Stanton  makes  his 
official  reply  to  the  charges  made.  All  that 
can  be  said  is  that  he  is  accused  of  receiving 
and  returning  calls  from  Admiral  Custodio 
de  I\[ellci,  befoie  having  called  on  the  con- 
stituted authorities.  We  are  advised  that 
these  calls  were  of  the  hriefest  character  and 
were  devoid  of  all  political  interest.  The 
relations  between  (he  ollicers  of  other 
nationalities  and  the  insurgent  chief  prob- 
ably led  to  the  impression  that  no  im- 
pottance  was  attached  to  these  calls.  Whe- 
ther an  error  was  made,  or  not,  we  do  not 
presume  to  say,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
an  oflicer  of  long  experience,  unblemished 
character  and  good  judgment  is  concerned, 
there  can  certainly  be  no  ground  for  the 
harsh  criticisms  on  his  conduct  which  some 
of  the  partizans  of  the  government  have 
seen  fit  to  make.  That  no  intentional  sllglit 
or  offence  was  committed,  no  one  can  dis- 
pute, tor  Admiral  Stanton  had  only  just  ar- 
rived and  could  have  formed  no  opinion  on 
the  conflict.  We  are  glad  to  say  that  his 
recall,  not  "dismissal"  as  some  native  jour- 
nals say,  is  universally  regretted,  not  only 
by  Americans,  but  by  foreigners  of  every 
nationality.  He  had  already  won  the  con- 
fidence and  esteem  of  a  large  number  of 
residents,  who  not  only  sympathize  with  his 
misfortune,  but  who  deeply  regret  his 
departure. 


We  quote  this,  not  only  to  show   what 
measures  have  been  adopted  to  discredit  the 

purposes  of  the  foreign   diplomatic  corps — 
for  these  charges  have  been  industriously 
and  openly  circulated  by  the  friends  of  the 
government — but  for  the  express  purpose  of 
challenging  their  accuracy.     We  are  not  in 
the  confidence  of  the  diplomats  resident  here, 
and  we  have  no  means  of  knowing  what  they 
have  said,  or  left  unsaid,   but    we  will    risk 
our  re])utation  as  a  journalist  on   the  asser- 
tion that  the  above  statement  is  not  true. 
We  challenge  any  man    to  bring    us    proofs 
that  any  minister  accredited  to   the  govern- 
ment of  Brazil  has  ever  declared  his  s\'nipa- 
tliy  for  the  revolt,  or  has   ever   said   that  he 
knew  of  the   intendeil  outbreak.     Sucli  re- 
marks   from   a   diplomat    would  insure  his 
immediate  recall,  as  every  one  of   them    is 
aware.     It  is  inconceivable  that  such  reports 
can  find  credence  in  a  community  so  largely 
composed  ot  foreigners   and    business    men 
whose  knowledge  of  the  world  and  of  diplo- 
matic usages  ought  to  be  far  above  the  aver- 
age.    Such  reports  miglit  be  believed  in  the 
interior  of  Goyaz,  but    here  in  Rio  de  Jan- 
eiro there  is  no  possible  excuse  for  it.     We 
are  not  authorized  to  Sfieak  for  the  di|iloina- 
tic  corps,  but  we  desire  to  say  that  tliey  have 
employed  every  means  within    their   power 
to  do  what  is  right  ami  equitable  in  this  dif- 
ficulty.    They  are  accredited  to  the  govern- 
ment of  Brazil,    which   is  represemed   by 
Marshal  Floriano  Peixoto  and  his  cabinet, 
but  this  does  not  require  them  to  participate 
in  any  internal  question  between  15raziliaus. 
Had  this  revolt  occurred   in  Ouro  I'reto,  or 
even  among   the  battalions  garrisoning   this 
city,  no  question  could  have  arisen  as  to  the 
propriety  of  their  non-intervention.     Then 
why  should   an    exception   be  made  simply 
because    it    is  a    naval  revolt,  instead  of  an 
army  revolt.'     They  have  tried  to  do  in   this 
case,   if  we  have  understood  them  correctly, 
just  what  ihcy  would  have  i.\<iWG  in   case  of  a 
revolt  on  shore.    Of  course,   other  questions 
have   arisen,   originating    in   risks    to  com- 
merce, etc.,  which  would  not  have  been  en- 
countered in  a  revolt  of  land  forces,  but  the 
general   principle    is  the  same.     Instead  of 
condemning  them    for  not  assisting  die  gov- 
ernment to  put  down  this  revolt,   the  people 
of  this  city  ought  to  bear  in  mind  that   they 
owe  the  foreign  diplomats  a  lasting  debt  of 
gratitude  for  offering  their  mediation  to  pro- 
tect them  from  bombardment.     Had  it  not 
been  for  their  efforts,   and  in  no  small  meas- 
ure to  their  forbearance,  the  city  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  would  unquestionably  have  suffered 
the  fate  of  Nictheroy,     Instead  of  carping  at 
them,   criticising    and    blaming   them,   and 
spreading  false  reports  about  them,  we  ought 
to  be  thanking  them  with  overflowing  hearts 
for  the  great  service  wliich   they  have   ren- 
dered 10  us. 


We  have  received  a  long  communication 
from  a  gentleman  connected  with  \.\\\?.fra(a 
in  regard  to  our  discussion  of  die  question  of 
non-intervention.  As  the  great  part  of  this 
communication  is  devoted  to  the  questions 
at  issue  between  the  government  and  the  in- 
surgents, which  we  are  not  permitted  to  dis- 
cuss, and  to  the  conduct  of  the  foreign  repre- 
sentatives in  relation  to  the  events  which 
have  recently  occurred,  which  we  are  like- 
wise prohibited  from  discussing,  we  must 
decline  to  give  it  space  in  these  columns. 
Our  correspondent  will  surely  not  expect  us 
to  publish  a  criticism  and  denunciation, 
which  can  not  be  answered  without  incur- 
ring penalties  of  a  serious  character.  A  part 
of  his  argumenf  is  based  on  a  misapprehen- 
sion of  our  position,  and  as  for  his  conclu- 
sions we  can  do  no  better  than  to  refer  him 
to  any  standard  modern  authority  on  inter- 
national law.  One  paragraph,  however,  we 
can  not  allow  to  pass  without  reply.  He 
says; 

"I  have  now  still  to  draw  your  kiml  attention  10 
tlic  consequences  resulting  from  ihe  proceedings 
as  well  as  Iroiii  the  abslainance  {sic;  non-interven- 
tion) of  the  /oreitjn  representatives.  It  is  well 
known  tliat  tliese  gentlemen  have  declared,  on 
more  than  one  occasion,  their  .sympathies  (or  Mr. 
Mcllo— their  knowledge  beforehand  of  Uie.  out- 
brealt  of  a  naval  revolt— and  their  conviction  of  the 
victorious  end  in  his  favor." 


MARTIAL  LAW. 
Decree  A^o.   1577,  of  October  28th,  iSgj. 

Exiends  to  the  3f>th  of  the  cominj^  monih  of 
Ni'veniher  the  term  for  which  martial  law  was  de- 
clared hy  Decree  \o.  1563,   of  the  ijlh  inst. 

Whereas,  tlie  grave  internal  disturbance 
caused  at  some  points  within  the  territory  of 
the  union  by  tlie  revolt  of  a  part  of  the  na- 
tional navy,  has  not  yet  ceased  to  exist,  so 
that  constitutional  guarantees  can  not  yet 
be  restored; 

Therefore,  the  Vice-President  of  the  re- 
public of  the  United  Slates  of  Brazil  hereby 
resolves,  in  conformity  with  Art.  80  of  the 
constitution,  to  extend  to  the  30th  of  the 
coming  month  of  November  the  time  for 
which  martial  law  was  declared  in  the  federal 
district  and  in  the  states  of  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
S.Paulo,  Parana,  Santa  Catharina  and  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul,

THE  NAVAL  REVOLT. 

Our  last  report  closed  with  the  23rd. 
There  had  been  but  little  change  in  the 
situation  here,  as  the  engagements  between 
the  forts  had  resulted  in  nothing  more  than 
slight  damages  to  their  lightly-constructed 
dependencies.  The  streets  were  full  of  ru- 
mors, however,  and  many  items  of  news 
had  been  received  from  tlie  south  whicli  it 
was  inconvenient  to  publisli  while  the  gov- 
ernment was  silent  on  tlie  subject. 

During  tlie  2-i.th  the  forts  and  squadron 
maintained  silence.  The  garrison  of  Ville- 
gaignon  could  be  seen  at  the  batteries  ready 
for  a  reopening  of  hostilities  and  at  6  p.  m. 
a  shot  was  fired  to  indicate  a  willingness  to 


begi'n,  but  the  national  forts  made  no  re- 
sponse. It  was  reported  that  they  were 
short  of  ammunition,  but  this,  oi  course, 
might  have  been  an  unfouiulcil  rumor. 
There  were  several  skirmishes  on  the  shore 
line  in  the  early  morning,  but  without  re- 
sult. 

On  the  morning  of  the  3  5tli  fighting   was 
renewed  in  Nictheroy  over  the  possession  of 
the  Ar!na9ao,   the  land  forces  trying  to  drive 
the  insurgents  away  from  the  place  and  the 
latter  trying  to  protect  the  men  at   work  in 
the  deposits.     The  firitig  continued,   with 
but    few  interruptions,   dtnini;    the  greater 
part  of  the  day,   but   without    ;iiiy   app.uent 
result  except  that  the  sailors  were  left  und' 
turbed  in  their    work    of   removing  stnn 
Later  on  the  batteries  of  S.  Jo,\o  opened  on 
Villegaignon,   perhaps    with    the    object    of 
making  a  diversion  from  Nictheroy.     The 
insurgent  fort  did  not  reply,   however,   even 
when  some  of  the  shells  fell  in  the  b.irracks 
and  within  the  walls.     About  half  past   five 
in    the  evening  the   AqnUaban  hoisted  the 
signal  for  a  general  attack,  and  in  a  muinent 
everything  was  clhtnged,     The  AqiiUalhin, 
followed  by  the  Trajano^  moveil  tlown  near 
GiMgoatil  and  opened  fire  on  the  national 
forts,  seconded  soon  after  by  the  heavy  guns 
of  \'illegaignon.    For  a  few  miiuites  the  can- 
nonade  was    terrific.     A  number  of  shells 
were  seen  to  fall  within  the   walls  of   Ville- 
gaignon,  and   from  the  dust  observed  much 
damage   must    have   resulted    to    the    light 
structures  inside.     Severed  shells    wore   also 
seen   to   fall  inside  of  Santa  Cruz,    and   the 
guns  of  Lage   were  silenced  for  a  time  by  a 
well  directed  shot.      The  engagement  led  to 
no  iiraclica!  results,    however,  for    the    forts 
suliered  but  slight  material  damages  and  ihe 
ships  withdrew   horn  it   without   a   scratch. 
The  fight  came  to  an  end  at  7  o'cKick. 

An  incident  occurred  at  the  beginning  of 
the  engagement,  which  for  a  time  distracted 
the  iittention  of  all  observers.  Just  as  the 
Aquidaban  had  opened  fire,  a  column  of 
flame  and  smoke  was  seen  to  rise  just  be- 
yond Arina(;i\o  point,  followed  by  a  tre- 
mendous crash,  Many  believed  that  the 
Gtianabara  had  blown  np,  as  that  vessel 
w,is  completely  hidden  with  smoke  at  the 
time.  A  hundred  rumors  were  soon  afloat, 
the  majority  of  which  were  to  the  effect  that 
the  powder  magazine  of  the  insurgents  had 
been  completely  destroyed.  It  was  also 
claimed  that  the  explosion  was  caused  by  a 
shot  from  one  of  the  shore  guns.  From  sub- 
sequent inquiry  we  learn  that  the  explosion 
occurred  in  a  temporary  powder  deposit  on 
some  rocks  at  the  head  of  Mocanguc  island, 
wliich  iiad  been  located  there  some  years  ago. 
A  considerable  quantity  of  powder,  our  in- 
formant adds,  was  scattered  about  on  the 
floor,  owing  to  the  breaking  of  packages, 
which  was  probably  unfit  for  use.  How 
much  the  insurgent's  had  in  store  there  is 
not  known,  but  it  is  probable  they  had  left 
little  or  none,  as  they  had  withdrawn  the 
vessel  and  men  stationed  there  to  guard  the 
place.  It  is  believed  by  some  that  the  place 
was  blown  up  by  the  insurgents  themselves, 
as  a  torpedo  boat  was  in  the  vicinity  and 
three  men  were  seen  to  leave  the  place  only 
a  short  time  before  the  explosion.  The 
quantity  of  powder  exploded  is  estimated 
from  three  to  ten  tons. 

Nodiing  of  interest  occtirred  on  the  26ih 
beyond  the  continued  removal  of  munitions 
and  stores  from  the  Armai;:ao  deposits  to  the 
insurgent  vessels  and  to  some  point  up  the 
bay.  Although  we  aie  constantly  told  that 
the  insurgents  have  been  repelled,  hundreds 
of  them  can  be  seen  with  a  good  glass  con- 
stantly at  work  removing  these  stores.  Aside 
from  this  there  was  nothing  of  interest  on 
the  bay  to  engage  the  attention  of  the  thou- 
sands ofidle  spectators  who  spend  the  whole 
day  on  the  water  front  watching  the  squad- 
ron and  the  forts.  A  new  and  lucrative  in- 
dustry has  sprung  up  at  these  points,  the 
letting  of  glasses  to  spectators. 

Beyond  the  great  activity  displayed  by  the 
smaller  boats,  and  an  occasional  exchange 
of  shots  between  the  insurgent  vessels  and 
the  Nictheroy  batteries,  there  was  little  to 
engage  the  spectator's  attention  on  the  27th, 
A  number  of  shots  were  fired  at  \'illegaignon 
by  the  batteries  of  S.  Joio,  apparently  for 
practice,  but  without  much  result,  the  for- 
mer remaining  silent.  There  were  many 
rumors  afioat  in  the  city,  as  usual,  but  the 
day  closed  without  an  cvunt  of  importance. 
The  Paiz  to-day  received  a  telegram  from 
the  Nictheroy  chief  of  police,  claiming  that 
the  explosion  of  the  25th  was  cau^ied  by  a 
Krupp  gun  fired  from   Poiiti  de  .-\reia. 

The  2Sth  also  passed  in  comparative  (jui- 
et.  A  violent  fire  across  the  bay  on  the  ii\\\ 
had  caused  much  curiusil\',  the  Paiz  cl  tim- 


ing that  it  was  one  of  the  Arma^Jo  deposits, 
but  no  certain  information  on  this  point 
could  be  obtained.  Tuis  morning  a  bit- 
teryof  r.ipid-firing  guns  w.is  discovered  on 
]\Iocanguo  island,  mounted  there  hy  the  in- 
surgents to  [irutect  the  vessels  in  that  vicin- 
ity againsi  the  Kra|ip  gun  inoiinte  1  at  Poii- 
ta  de  .-X.ieia  by  the  governnunt  forces. 
■rin;re  was  some  firing  bnweeii  these  twj 
b.uteiies,  in  wliich  an  Itifimtry  force  is  s.iid  to 
h.ive  taken  part.  The  ibrts  were  silent  dur- 
ing the  day,  and  there  was  no  movein'Jiu 
in  die  squ.idron,  except  among  the  launch- 
es and  the  boats  employed  to  bring  off  mun- 
itions from  die  Armi(;.\o.  Porsritem  ru- 
mors were  still  ailoat  that  formal  notice  hail 
bi^n  given  to  the  foreign  [)owers  nf  the  ur- 
ganinatiou  of  a  revolutionary  governin::nt  at 
Desterro,  but  of  this  we  could  obMiu  iiu 
satislaclory  confirmation. 

The  2k)\\\  proved  to  be  another  fi:ld  day, 
although  the  indications  in  the  morning 
were  that  the  forts  were  disposed  to  permit 
the  day  to  pass  in  peace.  The  artillerists  of 
S.  Joio,  however,  were  determined  to  force 
another  engagement  and  began  early  in  the 
day  to  practice  on  the  walls  of  N'lllegaigiion. 
But  few  shots  were  fired  at  this  lime,  how- 
ever, as  the  insurgent  fort  showed  nj  dis- 
position to  res|)ond.  At  half  past  five,  the 
regular  time,  it  would  appear,  for  opening 
fire,  the  engagement  began,  both  S,iiUa  Cruz 
and  S,  Jn;V)  firing  their  heavy  guns  upon  the 
plucky  hitle  fortress,  In  a  few  minutes  the 
eugagemeiU  was  general,  the  g'lverninent 
forts  firing  continuously  and  rapKlly,  Ville- 
gaignon responding  only  at  intervals.  In 
point  of  strength  the  insurgent  fort  is  no 
malch  for  its  opponents,  for  it  has  but 
six  or  seven  available  guns  to  meet  the  jo 
or  40  which  the  three  outside  forts  are  able 
to  use.  This  inequality  is  shown  \)\  the 
fact  that  in  this  engagement  the  i,'0veninient 
forts  fired  339  shots,  if  the  Paiz  counted 
correctly,  to  which  Villegaignon  responded 
with  only  59  shots,  of  which  only  8  were 
from  the  large  guns. 

A  larger  percentage  of  the  shots  took  ef- 
fect on  Villegaignon  diis  time,  than  on  any 
preceding  bombardment,  and  the  barracks 
and  inside  buildings  sull'ered  accordingly, 
but  as  far  as  outside  appearances  show  the 
walls  of  the  tort  are  still  intact  and  not  a 
gun  has  been  liismounted,  As  for  the  re- 
sult on  the  outside  forts  nodiiiig  is  definite- 
ly known,  but  it  is  quite  certain  ihat  they 
sulTered  but  little  from  the  fire  of  Vdlegaig- 
non,  whose  artillerists  had  no  time  eitlu-r  to 
load  or  train  their  guns,  Thi  firing  ceased 
at  7  o'clock,  it  being  then  too  dark  to  see 
the  forts  on  either  siilc.  During  the  proij^iess 
of  the  fight,  several  shots  passed  over  Ville- 
gaignon and  fell  in  the  bay  near  the  war  ar- 
senal, and  on  two  occasions  the  pieces  from 
bursting  shells  fell  uncomfortably  near  the 
shore. 

In  Nictheroy  the  firing  continued  during 
the  day,  having  been  begun  [the /^^/b  con- 
fesses it)  in  the  morning  by  the  shore  bat- 
teries. Beyond  the  damage  causetl  to  the 
town,  there  was  nothing  to  show  for  it,  the 
land  forces  remaining  in  their  trenches  and 
the  ships  at  dieir  usual  anchorages. 

Yesterday  seems  to  have  been  devoted  al- 
■  most  wholly  to  offensive   operations  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  bay.      In  the   morning 
a  force  of  marines  is  said  to  have  landed  \\\ 
Barreto,  a  suburb  of  Nictheroy,  where  an  en- 
gagement with  the  land  forces  resulted.  The 
results  are  not  yet  known,  but  as  the  sound 
of  small    arms  continued  during  the  day  it 
would  appear  that   the    insurgents  had  se- 
cured a  permanent  footing  on  land  and  were 
fighting  to  gain  the  rear  of  the  forces  beh.ind 
the  Armando.     During  the  day  also  the  in- 
surgents   were     engaged    in     landing     and 
mounting  a  heavy  gun  on  Mocangue  island, 
commanding  the    Ponta    de  Areia    and    S. 
Loureiifo  bay.     The  land  batteries  were  si- 
lent during   the  day,  owing  perhaps  to   the 
necessity   uf  preparations   against  the  new 
movement  of  the    insurgents.     On  the  bay, 
nothing   occurred    of    special     importance. 
Both    the   squadron  and    the  forts  remained 
silent.     The  steam    launches  of   the    insur- 
gents were  active  as  usual,   and  the  garrison 
of  Villegaignon  were  engaged   in    repairing 
damages  and   sLrengtfiening  their    defences. 
The  news  of  the  loss  of  a  government  steam- 
er bringing  up  troops  from  Rio  Grande  was 
again  current,  but    we  have    been  unable  to 
find  a  confirmation    of    it.      The    RepiibUca 
left  Montevideo  on  the  22nd  and  might  have 
returned  in    time    to    capture  the  steamer, 
but  we  are   at  a  loss  to  know  how  the  news 
could  have  come  up  the  coast. 

This  morning  there  was  a  sharp  skirmish 
along  the  shure  of  Gloria  hdl  and  Praia  do 
Flamengo  between  a  couple  uf  torpedo  boats 
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and  ihe  land  forces.  Tlic  fniiii:;  lasted  about 
an  liour.  Al  day-hrcaU  the  fi<,'liting  in  Nic- 
Vheroy  wa:^  renewed,  and  llie  heavy  gun  on 
l\Iocangufi  opened  fire  on  the  land  forces, 
From  nearer  points  of  observation,  the  re- 
porls  of  small  arms  on  shore  was  heard, 
showing  that  operations  on  land  were  still 
in  progress.  The  results  of  this  movement 
are  lieing  watched  with  much  anxiety,  as  it 
will  have  an  important  bearinij;  on  the  final 
issue,

seareli  fir  arms.  As  yet  we  hear  ol  no  action  oiiihe 
]>art  of  the  aulhorities  to  protect  the  poor  colonists 
from  sucli  wanton  outrage,  nor  yel  to  punish  the 
miscreanis  who  state  that  ilieir  crimes  are  comiuit- 
ted  at  ihe  instigation  of  the  authorities.  Urgent 
measures  must  he  taken  or  serious  lroul)le  is  sure 
to  ensue,  and  lynching  on  a  large  scale  will  be  re- 
S(uled  to  by  the  exasperated  colonists,  who  have 
suffered  !oug  enougli  from  those  petty  tyrants  o( 
the  camp  distiiels~theyws  de  paz  and  comisario. 
Unless  some  action  is  taken  by  the  authorities  in- 
ternational Irmible  is  sure  to  ensue,  as  European 
counlries  will  not  see  their  sons  ruthlessly  butch- 
ered without  indemnity  being  de!nan(ied.—/vVi';>7c, 
Buenos  Aires.

which  detnonslnites  how  absohitely  inefT<-ciive 
must  have  been  the  religious  influences  under 
which  lie  was  trained,  U  there  is  any  good  what- 
ever  in  reln;ion,  it  shonM  be  seen  in  the  daily  con- 
diici  ol  those  w!io  profi-ss  il,  and  not  the  least  of 
ils  maiiileslalions  should  be  a  spirit  of  charity  and 
tolerance.

A  Chilian  cruiser,  ihe  lihuiro  Eucalnda,  was 
launched  on  Saiurday  by  Sir  W.  G.  Armstrouii 
&  Co.  She  is  one  of  the  largest  yet  built  at 
Kkswick,  being  370  feel  long  and  46  feet  6  inches 
hroail,  and  has  a  draught  of  iS  feet  6  inches,  Her 
disjdaeemenl  is  4,400  tons,  and  her  inilicaled  hoi-se- 
power  14.500,  She  !ias  been  specially  constructed 
tor  a  high  speed,  and  is  expected  to  atiain  22j^ 
knots  under  forced  draught.  Her  armament  is 
very  strong,  comprisinsj  41  i^uns,  viz.,  two  S-inch 
breecli-loading  guns,  ten  6-inch  quick-firim;  guns, 
twelve  3-pounder  guns,  twelve  i-pounder  guns, 
and  five  lortiedo  tubes.  She  was  designed  by  Mr. 
P.  Walls  of  the  Elswicfc  firm,  and  has  been  built 
under  the  inspection  of  Sir  Edward  Reed,  K.C.B., 
M.P.,  and  Captain  Muuok  Uurtai-do  on  behalf  of 
the  Chilian  government, —  7/-iiwj-/i?f-/,  Sept.  iSlh. 


—The  chief  of  police  of  S.  Paulo  has  prohibited 
the  deparUue  of  vessels  from  the  port  of  Santo*, 
without  permission  from  the  police  nullioritics. 

—Officers  nf  the  garrison  at  Pernambuco  leU 
cgraidied  lo  the  press  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  on  the 
sgth  .slaiing  that  to  defeat  the  maiiceuvres  of  the 
|iress  Ihey  have  signed  a  declaration  showing  llieir 
loyally  lo  the  government  o(  Vi:e-Pie>ideiit  FIc 
riaiio  Peixoto, 

— There  was  conslderahlc  agilalion  in  Pernniii- 
buco  on  the  14111  over  a  repoit  that  an  order  had 
been  issued  ai  Rin  for  the  arrest  q\  Jose  Ma'ianiio. 
'Phis  gentleman  at  once  went  to  ihe  governor,  and 
then  lo  the  military  cominaiidanl,  and  wa^  asnired 
by  holh  that  no  such  order  had  been  received, 

— 'Phe  death  of  a  negro  reported  lo  be  105  years 
old  occuri-ed  in  B.ahia  on  the  iSlh  insl.  and  that  of 
a  negro  woman  staled  lo  be  130  years  old  recently 
occurred  in  the  vicinity  of  Piracicaha,  SSo  Paulo. 
We  had  supposed  that  all  the  exaggeration  pre- 
valent in  Brazil  was  confined  to  Rio  de  Janeiro 
just  now. 

— The  Commercio  of  Pernambuco  o[  the  14111 
inst.,  says  that  a  private  telegram  had  heen  re- 
ceived lliere  slating  ihat  K\\s  Riachiielo  (\.ndL  Ben- 
jamiu  CoHsliini  had  passed  St.  Vincent  on  their 
way  to  Brazil.  We  are  inclined  to  doubt  the  story 
however,  as  no  advice  iias  been  received  that  these 
vessels  liave  lefl  Toulon, 

— T\\Q  Joriinl  do  Renfe,  of  Pe.uamhuco,  relates 
that  on  the  i6lh  the  ]io|ice  attempted  to  arrest  a 
drunken  artillery  soldier,  who  was  in  civilian  dress 
and  was  crealing  disonler.  The  soldier,  however, 
made  his  esca[ie.  On  the  following  day,  at  3  p.m., 
some  companions  of  llie  soldier  met  a  party  of  po. 
licemen,  and  a  fight  ensued,  Tliey  were  sepatated, 
however,  and  tlie  soldiers  relumed  lo  their  quarters 
in  Fori  Brum.  At  5  o'clock  a  parly  ol  16  soldiers, 
led  by  a  subaltern  ollicer  and  armed,  ina'le  an  at- 
tack on  a  police  slaiion.  A  severe  fight  ensued, 
which  residleil  in  the  evacuation  of  the  station  by 
the  police.  The  soldiers  entered  and  broke  up  ev- 
ery thing  in  tlie  place.  One  policeman  was  killeil 
on  llie  sjiot  and  a  number  were  wounded,  some  of 
iheni  moi  tally.  The  leader  of  the  soldiers  was  also 
seriously  wounded,  Gen.  Leile  de  Castro  appeared 
on  tiie  scene  a'ter  the  fight  was  over,  and  took 
charge  of  the  wrecked  staiiou  with  a  deiacliinent  of 
infantry.

— The  Leopoldinftise,  of  LeopoUlina,  Minas  Ge- 
raes,  says  that  the  coffee  trees  in  ihat  locality  have 
lost  the  greaier  part  of  their  flowers  and  young 
fruit  because  ol  the  hailstorms.

and  bonded  warehouses  to  enable  consignees  lo 
discharge  their  hulks;  5,  that  endorsing  bills 
of  lading  with  a  declaration  ol  value,  paying  a  pro- 
portional revenue  tax  on  the  same,  is  apparently 
contrary  to  law  and  is  prejudicial  to  commerce;  6, 
Ihat  the  order  relative  to  the  period  of  discharge 
should  be  revoked,  inasmuch  as  the  delay  is  due  to 
the  custom-house  and  not  to  the  parties  concerned; 
7,  that  every  lacility  should  be  tjiven  to  merchants 
and  sbippinij  for  the  prompt  discharge  and  dispatch 
of  merchandise  in  order  to  assist  the  necessary  anil 
igid  customs  fiscali^aiioii;  S,  that  the  ^i^v/riri/K  iiioria 
■  hall  furnish  daily  discbarge  sheets  requireil  hy  law, 
Tlie  reply  of  the  inspector  is  not  given ,  Tt  is  to  be 
noted  that  the  customs  adminisliaiion  in  S^iiito^  has 
been  most  irregular  for  a  long  lime.  Tlic  mer- 
chnnls  and  shippers  have  been  compelled  lo  submit 
0  every  kmd  of  abuse  and  imposition,  and  thus  far 
heir  complaints  have  received  no  atienlioti  wbnt- 
;ver.  It  is  to  be  seen  whether  this  protest  will 
diare  the  same  fate.
